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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-3 and 15-42 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 4/1/2010 only partially complies with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non-patent literature 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that portion which 
caused it to be listed.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3 and 15-42 are allowed, as amended in the Notice of Allowance, 3/17/2010. The 
Examiner believes the considered references submitted on the information disclosure statement of 
4/1/2010 to be cumulative and does not believe that the references anticipated or suggest the invention as 
claimed. The Examiner could find neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor motivation to combine the 
prior art to construct the invention as claimed. Should Applicants be aware of any portions of the 
references believed to be related to the patentability of the present application, they are reminded to notify 
the Examiner in accordance with 37 CFR 1.313 and MPEP §1308.
